Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 - 4, 6 - 9, and 1 1 - 15 are allowed and have been renumbered 1 - 13. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 9 is directed to a telecommunication facility with a read only printer and compact 
service node including linking the printer with appropriate software to activate printer capability 
of instructions in the compact service node. Claim 9 identifies the uniquely distinct features of 
"a compact service node" as the implemented system, "rOd" as a specific software identification, 
and £ 7dev/dty" as a directory for the linking identifications to be placed. The closest prior art 
Advani et al. (US Re. 36394) teaches a general system for binding a peripheral (which can be a 
printer [Fig. 4]) to a host in a UNIX environment. Advani does not singularly or in combination 
with other art searched anticipate or render the above limitations obvious when used with other 
claimed limitations. See further applicant's persuasive argument on page 6 of amendment and 
the pages 10 and 1 1 in applicant's specification that detail how the software identification and 
directory names in the specific system have significance. 

Claim 14 details the CSN platform at a telecommunication facility and claim 1 is a 
method for performing linking, both including the specific linking identifications and directory 
as discussed in the reasons for allowance of claim 9 and are allowed for the same reasons. 

Further reasons for allowance for claim 1 include the withdrawal of the 35 USC § 1 12 
rejections due to persuasive and clarifying remarks by applicant on page 5 of amendment.
